ARTHUR FIEDLER 


ARTHUR FIEDLER is a "hometown boy" who grew up to become an interna¬ 
tional figure without ever having left home. Born in Boston in 1894, 
Fiedler was the son of a first violinist in the Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
and he followed his father into that organization in 1915, also as a 
violinist. Determined to branch out, Fiedler in 1924 formed the Boston 
Sinfonietta, choosing players from among his Symphony colleagues. Five 
years later he founded the open air Esplanade Concerts, and in 1930 was 
appointed conductor of the Boston Pops. Fiedler and the Boston Pops have 
since become a way of life, not only in Boston but around the world. His 
many recordings with the orchestra have been phenomenally popular: more 
than nine million singles and six million albums have been sold. Fiedler 
has travelled with the Boston Pops throughout the United States; in addi¬ 
tion, he has guest conducted extensively in Europe, Japan, and in this 
country. His association with the Los Angeles Philharmonic at the Bowl 
dates back to 1950; at Fiedler's most recent Bowl appearance^this past 
August 5, nearly 15,000 enthusiastic patrons came to hear his inimitable 
brand of music-making. 


LEONARD PENNARIO 

LEONARD PENNARIO's musical talents were first discovered by his kin¬ 
dergarten teacher in his native Buffalo. After hearing recitals by Rach¬ 
maninoff and Paderewski when he was seven, Pennario decided to become a 
concert pianist. The following year he gave his first public performance, 
in the auditorium of the Buffalo Steinway store. In Los Angeles, where his 
family moved when he was ten, young Pennario continued his public appear¬ 
ances, and was a guest of Bing Crosby's NBC program "Kraft Music Hall." 
Then, when he was twelve, he made his professional concert debut as a 
soloist with the Dallas Symphony. This proved so successful that Pennario 
appeared that same season as soloist with the Los Angeles Philharmonic un¬ 
der Otto Klemperer. (In 1961 Pennario celebrated the 25th anniversary of 
his Dallas debut with a special appearance with the Dallas Symphony con¬ 
ducted by Georg Solti.) Following studies at USC, Pennario joined the 
Army in 1943, and later that year made an auspicious New York Philharmonic 
debut under Artur Rodzinski at Carnegie Hall. Since then, Pennario has 
appeared with virtually every major orchestra in the United States, Canada, 
Europe, Australia and New Zealand, playing under the greatest conductors of 
our time. Furthermore, he has presented recitals throughout the North 
American and European continents. Pennario has also achieved distinction 
through his many recordings, and through what he considers his greatest 
honor as a musician, his notable collaborations, in concert and on record, 
with Heifetz, Piatigorsky and Primrose.

ANGEL ROMERO 

ANGEL ROMERO, youngest son of the celebrated Romero guitar family 
and the only member of the renowned quartet to make his performing debut 
in the United States, claims the distinction of being the first guitar 
soloist to appear at Hollywood Bowl. That was in 1964, when he was only 
sixteen. His vehicle on that occasion was the same work he plays tonight, 
the Rodrigo "Concierto de Aranjuez." Following his brilliant Bowl success, 
Romero made a surprise appearance, once again in Los Angeles, replacing the 
ailing Andres Segovia as soloist in both the Rodrigo concerto and the Con¬ 
certo in D by Mario Castelnuovo-Tedesco, to whom the concert was dedicated. 
Since then, Romero has appeared with many of the major symphony orchestras 
in this country, including those of New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Cleve¬ 
land, Dallas, San Antonio, Atlanta, and San Diego. His recital perfor¬ 
mances have been hailed by public and critics alike wherever he has played.

Kostelanetz has 
been responsible for commissioning many works by leading composers. These 
include Aaron Copland's "Lincoln Portrait," William Schuman's "New England 
Tryptich," Alan Hovhaness' "Ukiyo-Floating World" and "God Created Great 
Whales," Virgil Thomson's musical portraits of Fiorello La Guardia and 
Dorothy Thompson, Paul Creston's "Frontiers," Ferde Grofe's "Hudson River 
Suite," Jerome Kern's "Mark Twain," and the Archibald MacLeish-Ezra Lader- 
man "Magic Prison." During World War II, Kostelanetz volunteered his ser¬ 
vices to train and conduct GI orchestras in Europe, the Orient and North 
America.

LILIT GAMPEL 

LILIT GAMPEL celebrates her thirteenth birthday tonight. When she 
was ten. Miss Gampel became the youngest winner in the history of the 
Young Musicians Foundation Competition, usually restricted to musicians 
eighteen or older. Since then, the young violinist has played the Bruch 
and Mendelssohn concertos with such orchestras as the Los Angeles Philhar¬ 
monic under Zubin Mehta, Vienna Symphony under Josef Krips, the Boston 
Pops under Arthur Fiedler, and the New York Philharmonic under tonight's 
conductor, Andre Kostelanetz. In February she appeared as soloist with 
the Israel Chamber Orchestra under Gary Bertini at UCLA's Royce Hall, 
where she played the Mozart D major concerto . * Next month with the Cincin¬ 
nati Symphony and Thomas Schippers she will play the Brahms Double Concerto 
with French cellist Pierre Fournier; the month afterward the two will again 
play the Brahms, this time in Phoenix. This coming spring Miss Gampel will 
present a series of recitals in Northern California, at the San Francisco 
Opera House, in Carmel, and elsewhere. Miss Gampel, who lives in Los An¬ 
geles, began her studies just before her sixth birthday in group lessons 
with Mrs. Elizabeth Mills. After eighteen months, she transferred to pri¬ 
vate study with Miss Alice Schoenfeld, a member of the faculty at USC, 
where Lilit now studies theory, piano and chamber music. Lilit also at¬ 
tends the French school, Lycee Francais de Los Angeles.

DANIEL HEIFETZ 

Last fall, under the auspices of the international Pro Musicis Foun¬ 
dation, a French corporation headed in this country by a Capuchin priest, 
23-year-old Daniel Heifetz made one of the most unusual of all recital 
tours in this country - engagements at several prisons throughout the na¬ 
tion. Heifetz, who was born in Beverly Hills and began violin lessons 
there, applied for admission to the Curtis Institute of Music when he was 
sixteen. He was auditioned by Efrem Zimbalist, was accepted, and studied 
for several years there with both Zimbalist and Ivan Galamian. In 1969 
Heifetz won the Merriweather Post Competition in Washington, D.C., which 
led to his New York debut the following year, playing the Tchaikovsky con¬ 
certo with the National Symphony at Philharmonic Hall. Impressed by his 
talents, Henryk Szeryng invited him to tour Europe and Mexico in the sum¬ 
mer of 1971. Then came extensive tours of Central and South America, and 
again of Europe, during the fall of 1971. Heifetz plays the "Efrem Zim¬ 
balist" Guarnerius del Gesu, dated 1735. He made his Hollywood Bowl debut 
earlier this year, playing the Mendelssohn concerto under James De Preist.
